President Roosevelt retu with reassurances that 
he still is determined to keep faith with the millions who 
voted for him on Nov. 3. In his last interview with the 
press en route to Washington, he referred specifically 
to his famous “We have only just begun to fight” speech 
and declared his intention to fulfill the pledges he made 
at Madison Square Garden. 

The American people will ‘valeilane this statement. 
But what does it mean in concrete terms? | 

Does the Roosevelt budget look anything like the - 
picture he painted at the Garden?

Needed to Block 
Fascist Plot

Today the Daily Worker adds 
another name to the list of secret 
fascist agents in the United States. 

He is Manuel Azpiri, mysterious 
munition merchant who entered 
the port of New York last March 
and departed a month later on an 
illegal passport for Cuba, where: he 
was assigned to do “special work 
for the insurgent junta.” 

Azpiri is part of the interne. 
tional espionage service of Genera] 
Francisco Franco, now using New 
York City as its base. 

Irrefutable evidence of the exist- 


tailed 
Worker. 

Secret spy correspondence pub- 
lished in full in the pages of this 
paper—and later introduced into 
the record of Congress, by Senator 
Gerald P. Nye—facts gathered 
through an extensive Daily Work- 
er investigation, prove to the hilt 
that Spanish fascist, espionage 
artists have violated American 
neutrality and have consnired :to 
undermine democracy in this 
country. 

PROVED SPY RING 

The Daily Worker has proved 
that: 

1, Senor Juan Francisco de Car- 
denas, former Spanish Ambassador 
to the United States, has through 
his agent Joaquin Sunye nego- 
tiated to purchase machine guns 
for Franco in the United States. 

2. Marcelino Garcia and Manuel 
Diaz, members of <he fascist 
junta here, proposed that a gun- 
boat be sent to blockade the Strait 
of Yucatan, in violation of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

3. Garcia and Diaz conducted on 
U. S. soil espionage against Ships 
of the Spanish republic, a friendly 
nation. 

4. They have been active or- 
ganizing American citizens 
into committees to aid the Franco 
junta raise funds and spread anti- 
democratic propaganda here. 

5. Cardenas and his assistant 
Jose de Gregorio, who direct the 
Franco junta from rooms 203- os

Prior to the Spanish Civil War 
he was a gun salesman in Bilbao. 
When the fascists attacked the 
Spanish republic he became a 
member of Franco’s fifth column 
in the Basque Province. 

There, on loyalist territory, he 
worked undercover for the fascists 
against Spanish democracy until he 
was commissioned to an _ illegal 
overseas post in Cuba. 

What Azpiri is doing in Cuba to- 
day and how he secured a péassport 
to go there should interest the De- 
partment of State. His activiites, 
both here and in Cuba, if checked 
by a competent Federal investiga- 
tion committee would throw new 
light on the Cardenas espionage 
ring 

NO PASSPORT 

Azpiri arrived here from Bilbao 
via Paris in Marcn. He unwittingly 
told a representative of the Daily 
Worker of his support of the fas- 
cist cause. He said he was going to 
Cuba on “special” work. A check on 
his papers showed he was not in 

of.a Spanish passport. 

Yet he was going to Cuba. 

I wanted to check further on the 
history of the man, so I dug up 
persons who knew him in Spain. 
Yes, he was a munitions salesman 
with fascist sympathies and his wife 
was living in fascist territory. He 
admitted this later to a man who 
helped .me investigate Azpiri. 

AWAIT SHIPS 

I lost track of Azpiri for a few 

days, but later located him in the 
Hotel Santa Lucia, 82 Bank Street. 
At the Santa Lucia and the adjoin- 
ing Jai, Alai Restaurant I met sev- 
eral Spanish persons having fascist 
sympathies. They were _ stopping 
over in the hotel, apparently tran- 
sients, awaiting ship departures. 
' Both the restaurant and-hotel are 
owned by” Valentin: Agurre; steam= 
ship agent for the Italian lines, who 
operates the agency on the ground 
floor of the hotel. 

Azpiri stayed in the hotel, sur- 
rounding himself with an air of 
mystery, until April.2, when he 
departed for Cuba. 

Although he flourished plenty of 


phone calls at the Agurre estab- 
lishment, Azpiri was the most care- 


ful of all the fascist agents that I) 


investigated. 

The Daily Worker checked the 
movements of this man on April 1 
and 2—he departed for Cuba on

LONDON, May 14.—Besides har- 
boring a British branch of the in- 
ternational Spanish Fascist spy ring, 
some of the leading aids of Gen- 
eral Franco here have established 
close ties with high Tory officials, 
and are attempting to direct official 
British policy against the legitimate 
government of Spain. 

A sensational letter, -publishe@l by 
the London Daily Worker, addressed 
to Lord Howard of Penrith, written 
by the chief Franco plotter in Brit- 
ain, Marquis del Moral, reveals the 
lengths to which the Spanish fas- 
cists have gone in their collabora- 
tion with leacing Sritish politicians 
for the purpose of defeating the 
People’s goverrfment of Spain. 

The headquarters of the Spanish 
Fascist spy ring in London, and the 
office of political manipulation, is at 
22 Hans Place. From this address 
Marquis del Moral operates a high- 
pressure propaganda and spy bu- 
reau. Others in the London clique 
are Duke of Alba and the Marquis 
Merry del Val. The British Tory 
government has allowed these Lon- | 
don directors of Franco's spy: ring 
to operate unmolested. 

In his letter to Lord Howard, one- 
time British ambassador to Madrid 
and a member of his Majesty's 
Privy Council, Moral advises the 
Lord how to act to defeat the Labor 
Opposition on the question of the 
blockade of the Basque coast.

Moral identifies the interests of 
the British Tory covernment ‘and 
Fascist General Franco, sayirig:

Dear Lord Howard: 

I have been following with grave 
concern the debates on the blockade 
of Bilbao. In the main debate I 
understand it was arranged that the 
Government alone should face the 
Opposition Vote of Censure. At first, 
I was as much inclined to approve 
as anyone; but before I read the 
report in the morning’s papers, I 
was forced to change my mind. 

The Government, of course, se- 
cured ‘theit majority easily enough. 
No one doubted they would do so. 
But what is the effect on the pub- 
lic mind? Through the rank and 
file (including all our friends) be- 
ing closured, the impression pro- 
duced is that the overnment are 
pursuing an unpopular policy for 
which only Party discipline secures 
the necessary support. The public 
do not know and take no account of 
anything but results. 

Now if I am right, this is a mat- 
ter of critical importance not only 
‘for Franco’s cause, but for Great 
Britain too. It can easily be tested. | 
If the Opposition conceived them- 
selves to be beaten by the House 
and not only the Government, they 
would withdraw from so unpopular 
a position. Have they done so? I 
should say decidely not. They are 
hammering away at the same point 
more and more violently; and that 
astute politician, Lloyd George, who 
always has his ear to the ground, 
is now joining in with all the old 
junk of the ‘war legends.

seems to have had a speedy effect 
on Lewis. 

Although the strike lasted but a 
day and a half, thousands of work- 
ers participated in picket demon- 
strations and mass meetings. It is 
estimated that in Aliquippa alone, 
more than 10,000 were present on 
Wednesday night at the strike 
| meeting. 

Women were active both on the 
South Side and in Aliquippa. Negro 
workers were conspicuous as pickets 
and strike leaders, particularly in 
Pittsburgh where two young Negro 
workers are members of the lodge 
executive, . 

Young workers were among the 
most active and _ enthusiastic 
strikers. 

The strike was definitely a holi- 
day for the J. & L. workers who 
have been subjected to fear and 
oppression for decades. 

Women and kids turned out for 
the meetings and linéd the streets, 
cheering the pickets.

‘The Gavagan-Anti-Lynching Bill, 
a demand for the release of all 
labor prisoners and commendation 
of Powers Hapgood and the other 
C.1.0.. organizers jailed in Maine 
was voted by the delegates. 

A special telegram of greetings 
was then’ sent from the convention 
to Hapgood and the seven other 
organizers in jail in the shoe strike 
in Maine, with pledges, “of soli- 
darity to. the much-exploited shoe 
workers.” - 

Endorsement of the candidacy of 
Mayor Fiorello F. H. LaGuardia of 
New York for re-election also came 
before the convention, in a resolu- 
tion presented by Local 89.

Trade Unions, Farmers 


Hit by Drive on Relief 

¢ What the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee has done to work relief should sound 
the alarm for progressives everywhere. 

_ True, it rejected the recommendation of 
its own sub-committee to gouge another 
$500,060,000 out of the all-too-meager $1,- 
500,000,000 appropriation proposed in Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s budget message. 

But it tacked on an amendment that 
means immediate dismissal from federal re- 
lief rolls for between 525,000 to 625,000 per- 
sons as soon as the present fiscal year .ex- 
pires on June 30. 


Under this amendment, sponsored by the 
ultra-reactionary leaders of the “economy” 
drive, the billion anda half dollars must be 
“apportioned, distributed and administered” 
to last an-entire year. If this amendment 
is accepted by Congress, it will make it im- 
possible to maintain the present work relief 
program pending a new deficiency appropria- 
tion in the next session. — 

With the “economy” pack in full cry, 
this amendment will go through unless im- 
mediate united efforts are made inside of 
Congress and outside to defeat it and to EN- 
CREASE substantially the present appro- 
priation. 


This is not a matter for the unemployed 
alone, any more than the whole Big Busi- 
ness “economy” drive is directed at the 
unemployed alone. 

The attack on the unemployed is an. at- 
tack on the trade unions. More workers 
thrown off WPA rolls ans more workers 
in the labor market compéting for jobs that 
are not sufficient to go around...More com- 
petition for jobs means greater pressure on 
wage standards and working conditions, 
greater cientty in organizing the unorgan-. 
ized. 

The athacks on the unemployed is an at- 
tack on the farmers, small merchants. and 
taxpayers. Some, of the’ farmers, them- 
selves on work relief rolls, will be thrown 
off. The great mass of the farmers and 


® 


small business and professional people will 


be hit by the fact that reduction in the pur- 
chasing power of the unemployed will reduce 
their income. 

Moreover, the “Shift of thousands of un- 
employed from federal relief to-local rolls 
will mean an increase in the tax burdens of 
the farmers and middle-class people. 


The reactionaries have been able to make — 


so much headway because thus far the fight 
has heen left to the organized unemployed 
led by the Workers Alliance. But if the 
trade unions, farm organizations and all 
other progressive groups unite for action 
within the next few days, there will be a 
different story to tell. 

Next Saturday, May 22,-the Workers 
Alliance will hold nation-wide demonstra- 
tions in support of the Boileau Bill (H. R. 
5822), appropriating three billion dollars 
for work relief and one billion for direct 
relief. | 

We urge trade unions and other pro- 
gressive organizations to participate in 
these demonstrations and to adopt reso- 
lutions supporting the Workers Alliance 
‘program. | 

Let the Roosevelt administration know 
that the American people will not tolerate 
relief cuts dictated by those same Liberty 
League interests that were so overwhelming- 
ly defeated on Nov. 3. 

Let it know that millions stand united 
for higher relief, adequate aid to the farm- 
ers; federal housing and flood control pro- 
grams, and other sorely needed social legis- 
lation.

* Military literature is on the increase in 
Germany. One of the latest discussions of 
the Nazi war plans and war machine is that 
by General von Metzsch, just published by 
Ferdinand : Hirth, Breslau, entitled: “The 
One Protection Against Defeat.” 

General yon Metzsch, who is very close to the Min- 
istry of War and the General Staff, published this 
book with authorization of his superiors. He expresses 
ni¢’ fear that the Third Reich, in the event of a new 

world war, will suffer a more 
decisive defeat than they sus- 
tained in 1918. This warning, 
- far from being a contradiction 
to Hitler’s war schemes, on 


more intensive armament in 
all fields and becomes a burn- 
ing actuality when viewed from 
the angle of the recent defeat 
of German and Italian troops 
in Spain. This book reveals 
. the controversies going on 
behind the scenes where there is need to gain time, 
on the policies just inaugurated by Schacht’s declara- 
tions in Brussels, and Hitler’s proposals to Lansbury. 
The “German News” publishes the following sen- 
sational extracts from the book: 


“There is need morally to preoccupy ourselves with 
a new German defeat.” 


“On the occasion of the last Party congress, the 
‘Fuehrer’ addressed an appeal to the nation to have 
‘confidence in its destiny and not to give way to 
pessimism. ‘These words were spoken before this-beok - 
appeared. I went over them carefully to know if the 
title of the book where moral preoccupation on the 
subject of a new German defeat would be capable of 
provoking pessimistic ideas and to compromise the 
optimism which we other Germans should cultivate 
on the advice of the ‘Puehrer.’ But I became aware 
that all confidence would not be permanent and it 
should be said that: under cover of any crisis, once 
protected from surprises, to prevent demoralization in 
the course of a future war, which no reasonable Ger- 
man desires, deceits should not go to such lengths 
that no human being could’ bear. These impressions 
can give rise to the feeling of having suffered a defeat. 
However they should strengthen the idea which we 
will not be able to maintain until we have dared the 
extreme, the supreme, the most heroic, even when 
such an attitude, in the eyes of the individual, seems 
to have no chance’ of success. Because the question 
of knowing whether there will be, before or during a 
war, any losses, depends not only on us.” (Extracts 
from ‘the Preface.) 


“War is an instrument of politics. We cannot play 
on this instrument without accompanying revolution- 
ary symptoms. One cannot imagine a Europeon. con- 
flict, without the Marxist sparks becoming flames... . 
The hate of all anti-Marxists is so widespread 
throughout all the world that one would betray serious 
deceptions if one wanted to believe that an eventual 
future war for national political motives will be under 
cover of disturbances coming from the _ lower 
classes.” (P. 11.)

“We are not sheltered from the moral reactions of 
popular sentiment that are impossible to foretell in 
the event of a future war, even wijh the aid of the 
r..ost profound study. The future war having always 
been a sphinx, the enigma of which finds no solution, 
this reality means today, where the military element is 
inseparable from the element of me masses, more true 
than ever.” (P, 16.)

_ “A new defeat can have diverse military and eco- 
nomic causes. But it should only be accepted in an 
attitude of moral spirit, to know through a heroic 
attitude. .. . There is the very simple idea which I 
uphold. When it is repeated to me that, under the 
Hitler regime, a thesis of this sort resembles one of 
Polichinelle’s secrets, I reply that a military or eco- 
nomic defeat is also possible, today, and that, conse- 
quently, any heroism which we may cultivate and all 
confidence which we teach, should be approached with 
a loss in view so that such an eduction will find its 
moral confirmation at the period of a possible crisis, 
losses or material defeats. ... We, with experience in 
the world war, should acknowledge where wars can 
fail because of hunger.” (P. 33-34.)

Recently the Swedish Communist paper, Ny Dag 
(New Day), discussed the conference of the four 
Northern countries in Helsingfors. ‘The main issue 
taken up was peace, or more particularly the attitude 
of the four Scandinavian countries with regard to 
the Nazi war preparations. 


Ny Dag pointed out that the Scandinavian coun- 
tries are bound to be drawn into the next world 
Slaughter if it cannot be halted. Germany has_ been 
concentrating on the Scandinavian ‘countries. Ger- 
many’s share of Swedish imports has risen from 10.7 
per cent in 1933 to 14.2 per cent in 1936. In the case 
of Denmark, the Nazis have had even more success. 
They boosted their exports to Denmark from 13 to 
21 per cent. Meanwhile, Britain's share in the Scan- 
dinavian trade has been steadily dropping. :

Nazism read Ludwig Renn’s “Death 
Without Battle’ (Dodd, Mead: $2). 
The death Renn writes of is one 
that he experienced personally, 
though not without battle and not 
without living to fight again the 
forces of fascism. 

The Nazis had it in for Ludwig 
Renn on at least two counts. That 
he was a Communist was bad 
enough. But that this Communist 
writer had served as an officer: in 
his country’s army for the duration 
of the war made matters consider- 
ebly worse. That this Communist, 
finally, should have belonged to an 
family was the last 
straw. For by the lore of Hitlerism 
a military officer who does not be- 
lieve war a holy thing, and a mem- 
ber of the ruling class who does not 
believe that the working 
should be crushed, is a very dan- 
gerous fellow indeed.

First-Aid: 
Lacerations 


WE RECOGNIZE lacerations es 
deep cuts which bleed profusely 
and often require stitching. They y 
are caused by injuries with’ sharp 
or jagged objects, such as knives 
or fragments of glass. The first 
thing to treat is the bleeding. This 
can be stopped by applying a sterile 
gauze pad to the wound and bind- 
ing down tightly with a bandage. 
When the stops, flood the 
ae with peroxide| and wipe the 

skin. clean with rubbing al- 
sainel. Then put.on another gauze 
pad and bandage tightly. 

For severe bleeding wounds on 
arms or legs not completely stopped
